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A busy year crowded with events makes the selection of highlights both diffi- 
cult and invidious. No one, however, could take exception to a report on the 
health of the Friends of the Wellcome Institute, a society now in its fourth year 
of life and showing encouraging marks of maturity and stability. Under the 
genial presidency of Lord Quinton and the daily guidance of Robin Price and 
Tracey Wickham, the Friends now number around six hundred souls from 
almost all corners of the globe. All members receive an increasingly attractive 
newsletter, while those within reach of the Institute are able to join in a varied 
and lively annual programme of events. 

Within the Institute itself it is appropriate to note the promotion of Dr 
Tilli Tansey to a Senior Lectureship in the University of London. Two out- 
standing literary events have added lustre to our institutional laurels. Dr Janet 
Browne published the first volume, entitled Voyaging, of her definitive study 
Charles Darwin: A biography. 

September 1995 saw the long-awaited publication of The Western Medical 
Tradition: 88 BC to AD 1800 by Cambridge University Press. This is the first 
of two planned volumes, written by members of the Academic Unit and 
intended to plug a gap in the literature which has yawned since the revision in 
1962 of Charles Singer’s A Short History of Medicine. At the time of writing the 
paperback version is selling steadily, with a French edition in prospect.

Dr Gerrit Bos finished work on his critical edition of Ibn 
al-Jazzar’s “Zad al-musafir wa gat al-hadir’ (‘Provisions for the Traveller and the 
Nourishment of the Settled’) and it was accepted for publication in the Wellcome 
Asian Series. He was awarded a further two-year Wellcome Trust Fellowship to 
work on a critical edition of Maimonides’ Medical Aphorisms. 
Dr John Carson was awarded a year’s Trust Fellowship in December to work on 
‘Mental Ability and Medical Jurisprudence in 19th-century England and 
America’. He received the Forum for the History of the Human Sciences 
Dissertation Prize in 1994 and left in December 1995 to take up an NSF 
Postdoctoral Fellowship in the Department of Science and Technology Studies at 
Cornell University. Dr Stephen Jacyna continued with his research on the history 
of aphasia and related topics and to teach the fortnightly Historiography Seminar. 
He was appointed to the editorial board of the Journal of the History of the 
Neurosciences. Professor Susan Lawrence gave the third Amalie and Edward Kass 
Lecture, ‘Hands On: Teaching Dissection in London, 1680-1828’ in October, 
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and continued work on her project, “Anatomists’ Bodies: Dissection, Illustrations 
and Medical Texts, 1650-1880’. She gave several papers based on her work, 
including one to the third Anglo-Dutch Symposium in Groningen. She returned 
to the Department of History at the University of Iowa in July, having secured 
tenure. Dr Eileen Magnello continued to work on her biography of Karl 
Pearson. Dr Cornelius O’Boyle, of the Program of Liberal Studies, University of 
Notre Dame, Indiana, began a six-month Fellowship in March to work on his 
forthcoming book, Scholars and Texts in the Classroom: Medical Teaching at the 
University of Paris, 1250-1400. He made substantial progress, completing six 
draft chapters. While with us he gave two invited lectures on the basis of his 
research, one at King’s College, Cambridge, and the other at the Wellcome Unit 
in Glasgow. Having successfully defended her Johns Hopkins thesis, ‘Pasteur's 
Imperial Missionary: Charles Nicolle (1866-1936) and the Pasteur Institute of 
Tunis’, Dr Kim Pelis arrived in August to take up a three-year Fellowship at the 
Science Museum/WIHM to work on a study entitled ‘Drawing Blood: A 
Cultural and Biotechnical History of Blood Transfusion in Britain’. Dr Ruth 
Richardson produced two major works during the year. Her book, The Builder: 
Illustrations Index, 1843-1883, for which she was awarded the Wheatley medal 
and prize by the Library Association and Society of Indexers for the best index in 
the British Isles (1995), appeared shortly before Joshua Jesse, who was born on 30 
August. She delivered a lecture, ‘John Keats the Doctor’ at Keats House, 
Hampstead, in June, as part of the 200-year celebrations of the poet’s birth. She 
was doctoral examiner for theses submitted to the University of East Anglia, 
University of Sussex, University of Sydney, Australia, and the London School of 
Economics. Ruth returns from maternity leave in March 1996. Dr Patricia 
Skinner, of the University of Birmingham, was awarded a year’s Trust Fellowship 
to work on her book The Effects of Poverty and Famine on Health in Medieval 
Southern Italy, c.800-1200 AD, which is to be published by Brill (Leiden). She 
left in September 1995 to take up the position of Lecturer in Humanities at the 
Department of Adult Continuing Education, University of Southampton, having 
half-completed the writing up of her book. Dr Nikolai Serikoff collected about 
10 000 new entries for his Dictionary of Greek Borrowings and Loan Words in 
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Arabic, designing special templates, and now has c. 3000 entries on hard disk. He 
participated at conferences in Washington (‘Greek and Syriac Medical 
Terminology’, June 1995) and in Beirut (‘Special Lexic in the Writings by 
Makarios ibn az-Za‘im (17th century)’, September 1995). Dr Maria 
Unkovskaya was awarded a nine-month extension to her Fellowship to complete 
her prosopographical study of foreign medical advisers to the tsars in the 16th and 
17th centuries. After successfully defending her PhD thesis, Dr Molly Sutphen 
returned in January to take up a two-year Fellowship to work on ‘Making 
Tropical Medicine Scientific: The Hong Kong Bacteriological Institute, 
1890-1945’. Dr Katherine Watson was awarded a two-year Fellowship from 
August to work on “The History of Forensic Toxicology in Britain, 1830-1950’. 
Her book, Sources for the History of Science in Oxford, was published by the 
Modern History Faculty of Oxford University in 1994. Lise Wilkinson has made 
excellent progress on her history of the London School of Hygiene and Tropical 
Medicine and expects to complete the manuscript in early 1996. 

Four individuals took advantage of the Trust’s short-term Sabbatical Leave 
Fellowships in the History of Medicine. Dr Ray Kennedy, of the Charing Cross 
and Westminster Medical Schools, started work on ‘An Appraisal of the 
Introduction of Fetal Monitoring in Labour’ in February. He left us in May to take 
up a Senior Registrar position in Leicester. Dr Noel Snell, of the National Heart 
and Lung Institute, worked for a month in the summer on the development of 
modern inhalation therapy. Professor Tom Treasure, from the Cardiothoracic 
Unit of St George’s Hospital, worked on ‘Valvotomy for Mitral Stenosis, 
1949-1959: The Implementation of a Major Technological Advance in the Newly 
Formed Health Service’ for three months from January. Dr Han Bin Xiao worked 
for three months on “Electromechanical Interrelations of the Heart: 1900-1994’. 

Once again, a large number of people visited the Academic Unit during 
the year, many of them returning for the second or third time. Of these, the 
following were on Wellcome Trust Travel Grants: 

Dr Roland Busch, a former paediatrician and government researcher from 
Germany, spent two weeks during October/November researching into the history 
of cystic fibrosis. Dr Annemarie Kinzelbach, of the Institut fiir Geschichte der 
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Medizin, Ruprecht-Karls-Universitat, Heidelberg, spent six weeks working on 
public health and the medical profession in early modern German towns. 
Boleslav Lichterman, of the Institute of the History of Medicine at the Russian 
Academy of Medical Sciences in Moscow, spent six weeks in the spring working 
on the history of neurosurgery in Russia in the 20th century, and British- 
Russian links in neurosurgery. Professor Innocenzo Mazzini, of the Istituto di 
Filologia, University of Florence, at Macerata, worked for four weeks on con- 
cepts of knowledge and skills in classical medicine. Professor Barry Milligan, 
of the Department of History, Wright State University, Ohio, spent three 
weeks in July/August looking at professional and popular representations of sur- 
geons, apothecaries and physicians. Professor Mark Mirsky, Head of the 
Division of History of Medicine and Public Health at the Semashko Institute, 
Moscow, arrived in April to spend three weeks working on British-Russian links 
in medicine (16th—19th centuries) and surgery (18th—20th centuries). Two 
speakers at our ‘Medicine and War’ symposium in July, both from the 
University of California, Santa Barbara, spent the week following the sympo- 
sium with us: Dr Peter Neushel looked at the role of Marie Stopes in the 
development of birth control technologies, and Professor Michael Osborne 
conducted research for a history of naval medical education in France, 
c.1798-1914. David Simpson, of the University of Iowa, arrived in September 
to spend three months working on his PhD thesis on venereal disease and the 
British Army during the First World War. 

Two people were awarded Research Expenses: Marius Engelbrecht 
(University of Twente) returned in May to finish the work he began here last 
summer on ‘Interpretations of Madness in 17th-century England’. Although 
based primarily in Edinburgh, Nikolai Krementsov, of the Institute of the 
History of Science and Technology at the Russian Academy of Sciences, St 
Petersburg, spent three weeks here in the spring, working on a study of Soviet 
genetics on the international scene. 

The following postdoctoral colleagues spent all or part of the year with us: 
Dr Geoffrey Asherson joined us in January to work on his forthcoming book, 
Life-saving Medical Treatment: A Twentieth-Century Programme. His initial 
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focus is on salvarsan and immunization against diphtheria, tetanus, and tuber- 
culosis. Dr Mikel Astrain continued work on his project, ‘Internationalism and 
Science: European Trends in Science Information before the First World War’. 
He has published a number of articles in Spain based on his researches here and 
is hopeful of obtaining a grant to spend a further year with us. Dr Martin 
Brumme, of the Institute for the History of Medicine at the Free University of 
Berlin, began a six-month sabbatical leave in April to work on the historiogra- 
phy of British veterinary medicine and the history of the animal protection 
movement. Dr Andrea Carlino (European University Institute, Florence) 
returned for two weeks in late June to work on medical knowledge, power and 
belief (16th—17th centuries). Professor Donald Caton (Department of 
Anesthesiology, University of Florida) returned in May to spend two weeks on a 
Burroughs Wellcome Fund grant working on Grantly Dick-Read and the 
beginning of ‘natural childbirth’. Dr Elizabeth Craik, Senior Lecturer in Greek 
at the University of St Andrews, spent the months of October to December 
1994 with us as part of a Trust Research Leave Fellowship. She is working on a 
critical edition of anatomical writings in the Hippocratic Corpus. Dr Natsu 
Hattori, whose Oxford DPhil thesis, ‘Performing Cures: Practice and Interplay 
in Theatre and Medicine of the English Renaissance’, was successfully defended 
in July, began a two-year SSHRCC (Social Sciences and Humanities Research 
Council of Canada) fellowship in August, working on her project “Women and 
the Cultures of Illness and Healing in 17th-century England’. Dr Monique 
Kornell continued her work on ‘Art and Anatomy, 1600-1900’. Dr John 
Lascaratos, of the Department of History of Medicine, Athens University, 
arrived in July to spend six weeks working on the hospital policy of the British 
protectorate in the Ionian Islands (1814-1864) and British influence on the 
establishment of health services in the New Hellenic State (after 1821). Dr 
Paul Lucier, now Visiting Assistant Professor of History at the Rensselaer 
Polytechnic Institute, returned for a couple of months in the spring to work on 
his project, ‘Patenting Science in 19th-century Britain and America’. Professor 
Moshe Negbi, of the Hebrew University of Jerusalem, joined us in August to 


spend his six-month sabbatical leave working on Theophrastus and the domes- 
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tication of Greek medicinal plants. He prepared and delivered a paper at a con- 
ference at Gregynog, organized by the University of Wales, on “Ancient Science 
and Technology’, and wrote a paper for submission to Antiquity. Dr Enrique 
Perdiguero, of the University of Alicante, was awarded a year’s Spanish 
Ministry of Education and Science grant to work here from January 1995 on 
“The Historiography of the Medical Popular Culture: A Review’. He published 
a number of articles in Spain, based on his researches while here. Dr Andrea 
Rusnock (Rensselaer Polytecnic Institute) returned in May to spend five weeks 
working on her latest project, ‘Medical Arithmetic in 18th-century Britain and 
France’. In addition to this, she finalized the production of her Wellcome 
Institute Series volume, The Correspondence of James Jurin. Professor Elaine 
Showalter (Princeton University) spent a further six weeks with us completing 
her book, Hystories: Hysteria, Gender and Culture. The book is due for publica- 
tion by Picador in 1995. Professor John West, of the University of California 
at San Diego, worked on the history of high-altitude physiology, and researched 
on the life of T H Ravenhill. 

Those using the resources of the Institute for postgraduate research were as 
follows: Donatella Bartolini joined us in November on a two-month fellowship 
from the University of Venice to expand her MSc thesis on medical practitioners 
in Venice in the second half of the 16th century. Regina Bornemann, of the Free 
University of Berlin, spent the month of September working on female doctors in 
Germany and Britain in the 19th and 20th centuries, with special reference to 
Franziska Tiburtius. Jan Fizzell, a fifth-year medical student from Sydney 
University, arrived in January to work on her ‘option term’ project: “Climate and 
Chronic Rheumatism (Fibromyalgia, Fibrositis) 1800-1990s’. Cheryl Gole 
arrived in September to spend two months working on her Murdoch University 
(Perth, Western Australia) PhD thesis, “The Subject and Domains of Experience: 
A “History” of Drugs’. Cheryce Kramer joined us for a year to write up her 
University of Chicago PhD dissertation, “Courting Madness: Cultures of Insanity 
in 19th-century Germany’. During the year, she was awarded several scholarships 
(National Endowment for the Humanities, Mellon Dissertation Scholarship and 
Charlotte Newcombe Grant) of which she was only allowed to keep one. She 
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chose the National Endowment for the Humanities scholarship. She was also 
selected to be a fellow at the Fourth Stuttgart Seminar in Cultural Studies. Signe 
Mellemgaard, of the Humanities Research Centre at Odense University, spent 
from November to May here, working on her PhD thesis on the idea of the ‘natu- 
ral’ in health education over the past two centuries. Jim Strick (Princeton 
University) returned in April to spend a month on his continuing research into 
the spontaneous generation controversies in Britain, 1860-1880, with special ref- 
erence to the work of H C Bastian. Takahiro Ueyama also returned in April to 
spend a further two years conducting research for his Stanford PhD, “Medicine 
and Commodity Culture: Medical Electricity and Allied Medical Techniques, 
1860-1910’. 

Those postdoctoral Fellows and PhD students with longer-term relation- 
ships with the Institute are as follows: 

Joanna Bedford continued to research her Birkbeck PhD, “Who Should 
Deliver Babies?: Models of Nature and the Midwifery Debate in 19th-century 
England’. Dr Gillian Cronjé’s work on the history of the Westminster 
Hospital Group was interrupted by the birth of her son, William, on 1 January 
1995. Dr Ann Dally is turning her study of Sir Arbuthnot Lane into a mono- 
graph and has begun work on a biography of Dr William Sargant, the psychia- 
trist. Professor Kan-Wen Ma begun work on a comparative history of 
Chinese and Western medicine, and wrote on asthma, typhoid, eczema and 
scabies. He gave a seminar in the Institute’s Asian Seminar Series in November 
and was elected Member of the Experts Consultant Committee to the newly 
established Association of Traditional Chinese Medicine (UK). Norris 
Saakwa-Mante continued work on his Harvard PhD thesis, ‘The 
Construction of Race in Science and Medicine in 18th-century Britain’. Dr 
Diana Manuel finished her book, Marshall Hall (1790-1857): Science and 
Medicine in Early Victorian Society, and submitted the volume to the Institute 
for publication as part of the Wellcome Series. Javier Moscoso left us in 
November 1994, and was awarded a Fulbright Scholarship to go to Harvard in 
January to continue his researches into monsters and generation in the 18th 


century. Dr Akihito Suzuki continued work on his project, entitled “The 
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Making of Psychiatry in London 1815-1845’. He was awarded a two-year 
Postdoctoral Fellowship at the Thomas Reid Institute, University of Aberdeen, 
beginning October 1995 and will be sorely missed by all of us at the Institute. 
Dr Jeremy Taylor spoke on hospital and asylum architecture in Victorian and 
Edwardian England to The Ancient Monuments Society in October, and the 
Social History of Medicine Group, University of East Anglia, in June. Dr 
Trevor Turner has continued his work on the history of psychiatry, including 
psychiatric disorders of childhood in the 19th century. 

Four new Research Students joined us this year: Joshua Ruxin, formerly 
of Yale and Columbia Universities, was awarded a two-year Marshall scholar- 
ship to work on international nutrition programmes since the Second World 
War, under the supervision of Bill Bynum. Having recently completed their 
MSc courses, Juliet Hurn and Sonu Shamdasani were both awarded two-year 
Wellcome Studentships under Bill Bynum’s supervision: Juliet’s project is 
entitled “The History of General Paralysis of the Insane from the Mid-19th to 
the Mid-20th Century’, Sonu’s is ‘An Intellectual Biography of Jung’. Sonu 
edited Théodore Flournoy’s book, From India to the Planet Mars: A Case of 
Multiple Personality with Imaginary Languages, for Princeton University Press 
in 1994. A third former MSc student, Alan Yoshioka, began a self-funded 
PhD, ‘British Clinical Trials of Streptomycin, 1946-1951’ at Imperial College 
on 1 October 1994. He is jointly supervised by Andrew Warwick and Chris 
Lawrence and was awarded a two-year Wellcome Trust Studentship from 
1 October 1995. 

Three MSc students were awarded grants by the Trust. They are: Shirley

Dr Bettina Bryan gave a paper on Wilhelm Erb and his attempts to establish an 
electrotherapeutic ward at Heidelberg University Hospital, during the

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4th Symposium of the German Society for the History of Neurosciences, held in 
May 1995. In January 1995 she participated in a conference on the history of 
epilepsy in Germany and England held at the Charité Hospital in Berlin, and 
throughout the year has been actively involved with the history of medicine sem- 
inars organized by Sheffield Hallam University, where she lectured in December 
1994 on 19th-century German neurology. Dr Andrew Hodgkiss progressed 
well with his MD thesis, “Pain without Lesion in the 19th Century’. He contin- 
ued to act as Assistant Editor of History of Psychiatry, and gave a paper at our 
symposium ‘Voices from the Past’, held in February. He left us in March to take 
up the position of Senior Registrar in Liaison Psychiatry at Guy’s Hospital. 

The History of Twentieth-Century Medicine Group continued to orga- 
nize a diverse programme of activities, including seminars on interwar pharma- 
ceutical developments (Professor David Greenwood), Regius Professors of 
Medicine at Cambridge (Dr Mark Weatherall), and on the Science Museum’s 
new ‘Health Matters’ gallery (Dr Ghislaine Lawrence), given at the Science 
Museum. The Witness Seminar format has also been used more extensively, 
including sessions on Pneumoconiosis, Autoimmune Disease, Oral 
Contraceptives and Smoking Policy, the latter incorporated into “Ashes to 
Ashes’ a two-day Institute Symposium. The Group continues to be organized 
by a Steering Group chaired by Sir Christopher Booth and comprising Dr 
Stephen Lock, Professor Bill Bynum and Dr Tilli Tansey, who acts as 
Secretary and is mainly responsible for arranging the Group’s activities. In 
June 1995, Professor Tom Treasure (St George’s Hospital) and Dr Lara Marks 
(Imperial College) joined the Steering Committee, which continues to have 


the benefit of the part-time secretarial assistance of Mrs Wendy Kutner. 


Research 
The activities of permanent staff of the Institute are given below: 
Dr David Allen had an honorary doctorate conferred on him by the 
University of Essex. His 1976 book, The Naturalist in Britain: A Social History, 
was reissued by Princeton University Press — having been available for many 


years only in Japanese! As in previous years, much of his time was taken up by 
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his duties as Coordinator of the History of Medicine programme for the 
Wellcome Trust, but his research project on the folk tradition of herbal 
medicine in the British Isles has reached the point where he is actively collabo- 
rating with a plant chemistry group in Wales engaged in investigating the 
native flora for compounds with pharmaceutical potential. He continues to 
assist with the teaching of the Life Sciences Option of the MSc course and to 
serve on the editorial board of History and Philosophy of the Life Sciences. 

In April 1995 the first volume of Dr Janet Browne’s biography of Darwin 
was released in England and America. A set of stimulating reviews has fortified 
her in redoubling efforts on the projected second volume. Most of her research 
since then has been spent on successive chapters, taking Darwin past the 
Origin of Species into late Victorian botany and anthropology. One chapter on 
Darwin’s health was presented in preliminary form at an Institute symposium 
and will be published in a volume edited by Christopher Lawrence in 1996. 
She was a contributor to ‘Mendel’, an Open University/BBC Radio 4 pro- 
gramme. Around the Institute she replaced Andrew Wear for the year as 
Human Sciences tutor for University College students, continued teaching in 
the MSc course with Michael Neve, and (thanks to Michael Clark) caught the 
attention of life science undergraduates with a showing of Boris Karloff’s 
Frankenstein. She also acted as secretary to the Academic Unit this year. She is 
the editor of the British Journal for the History of Science. 

Professor W F Bynum continued his work on a number of topics, 
including the history of medical education, medical textbooks in the 19th 
century and malaria in British India. 

With Professor Bernardino Fantini of the University of Geneva, he orga- 
nized a workshop on theories of contagion and infection in Annecy, at which 
he spoke on debates about quarantine in the 19th century. He later returned to 
Geneva, to talk to the Institut Louis Jeantet about the work of the Wellcome 
Institute, addressed a John Hughes Bennett Symposium in Edinburgh on 
Bennett as a clinical scientist and gave a College Lecture at the Royal College 
of Physicians of London. He developed a new undergraduate course entitled 


Disease in History and co-organized four of the Symposia held at the Institute. 
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He sat on committees for the Royal Society, British Library, Royal Society of 
Medicine and Imperial College, and on the editorial boards of four scholarly 
journals as well as editing, with Vivian Nutton, Medical History. 

Dr Lawrence I Conrad continues to work in a variety of areas relating to 
the Near East. He and Anne Hardy organized a major two-day symposium on 
‘Women and Modern Medicine’ in November 1994, and the proceedings are 
now being prepared for publication. Work on the WIHM Arabic manuscript 
collection continues, and he has published a translation of an important Arabic 
work on the Bedouins. He continues to offer his elective paper on the social 
history of medicine in medieval Islam, and he lectured in London, Calgary, 
Salt Lake City, Amman and St Andrews. 

He also continues to be active in his efforts toward a more inter-disci- 

plinary and collaborative approach to the history of non-Western medical tra- 
ditions. Work is now well under way on The Medical Traditions of the Middle 
East and Asia, a major three-volume collaborative history of Eastern medical 
traditions, of which he is General Editor; the work will be published in Brill's 
prestigious Handbuch der Orientalistik. As President of the International 
Association for the Study of Traditional Asian Medicine, the leading scholarly 
organization for this area in medical history, he has been working toward the 
expansion of both membership and activities. A joint WIHM/IASTAM sym- 
posium on “Traditional Asian Medicine in the Modern World’ has been 
planned for November 1995, with further meetings under consideration for 
Germany and the United States. 

He and Dominik Wujastyk continue to organize the very successful 
Wellcome Institute seminar on ‘Medicine, Science and Technology in Asian 
Cultures’, which is now entering its fifth year and remains the only venue in the 
world where medical historians pursuing research on the medical systems of the 
East can meet with each other, as well as with clinicians from these cultures and 
others familiar with them, to exchange ideas and discuss common issues. A new 
course on eastern medical traditions, organized in association with Dr Wujastyk 
and Dr Christopher Cullen (School of Oriental and African Studies), will be 
offered for the first time in 1995-96. He has also begun arrangements to organize 
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a Near East Medicine Group, aiming to draw together scholars in southern 
England who work on the various aspects of the medical history of the Near East. 

Dr Anne Hardy worked on a variety of research projects during this year, 
following the near-completion of the history of the London School of Hygiene 
and Tropical Medicine, on which she has been collaborating with Lise Wilkinson. 
In particular, she studied Victorian concepts of contagion, and poliomyelitis, for 
papers delivered at the Wellcome Institute/Institut Louis Jeantet workshop on 
Contagion and to the Institute's series on Child Health. She also addressed a 
Sixth-form Day Conference on Health and Medicine in London at the Museum 
of London. She organized, with Larry Conrad, the highly successful two-day sym- 
posium, “Women and Modern Medicine’, and the equally successful workshop on 
hospital finance. She continued to teach “Medicine and Modern Society’ for the 
Intercalated BSc programme, and to supervise two PhD students (Carole Reeves, 
UCL external, and Keir Waddington, UCL, who completed in July); she exam- 
ined a PhD thesis at Cambridge University (M A E Hammer: “The Building of a 
Nation’s Health: The Life of Sir George Newman to 1921’). She appeared in a 
report on vaccinations on ‘Skynews’ in November 1994. She completed her two- 
year term on the Board of Management of the Centre for Urban History, 
University of Leicester, in September 1995. 

Dr Christopher Lawrence’s promotion to Reader (with effect from 
1 October 1994) was noted last year. He has continued his work on the history 
of clinical medicine. He has been editing the Bodies of Knowledge conference 
papers with Steven Shapin for a book to be published by Chicago University 
Press. He organized a very successful symposium in Montreal on holism, in 
April, jointly sponsored by the Wellcome Trust and the Hannah Foundation, 
and is editing the proceedings of this with Dr George Weisz. He is acting as an 
Associate Editor (19th-century surgeons) for the New DNB and remains on the 
editorial board of Annals of Science and the Journal of the History of Medicine. 
He has served in various administrative roles on the Teachers’ Committee of the 
MSc programme, in which he continues to take a very active part. 

As mentioned last year, Dr Michael Neve was promoted to Senior Lecturer 


with effect from 1 October 1994. He taught large undergraduate classes on the

history of psychiatry and the history of 19th-century historical accounts of 
degeneration. He also continued his postgraduate teaching of the life sciences, 
contributed to the history of infection module organized at St Bartholomew’s 
Hospital and supervised second-year medical projects. He organized much of the 
Institute’s seminar series and in the summer he took on the reviews editorship of 
History of Psychiatry. He began researching the history of medical biography and 
the work of doctors as biographers, as well as looking at the influence of conti- 
nental writings on early 20th-century British psychiatric practice. He continued 
as a member of the editorial board of the London Review of Books. 

Professor Vivian Nutton’s activities have taken him to places and topics 
rarely visited by classicists. He gave the annual Christmas lecture at the 
Daresbury Rutherford Laboratory, Harwell, on testing the limits in ancient sci- 
ence, and talked at the Massachusetts Institute of Technology on medicine in 
Tudor England. He also found himself in a live interview on BBC 2’s 
‘Newsnight’, reassuring the nation that the plague reported in India was not 
going to turn Heathrow into a charnel house. His belief that the Hippocratic 
Oath has exercised almost no influence on medical education until this centu- 
ry, presented in a College Lecture at the Royal College of Physicians, also led 
to controversial discussion on radio. The constant transformation, and at times 
conscious remodelling, of the picture of Hippocrates formed the theme of his 
inaugural lecture at University College in February 1995. He also spoke on 
aspects of medieval medicine at Yale and to the London seminar on Medieval 
Spain on the importance of vernacular texts in the spread of learned medicine. 
These reflections came out of his work for The Western Medical Tradition, to 
which he contributed all the sections dealing with medicine before AD 1500, 
except for Arabic medicine. His contributions provide also the most up-to-date 
short survey in English of medicine in antiquity, a further area in which he has 
not been idle. As well as giving general talks around the UK and encouraging 
classicists to consider more closely ancient medical texts, he has spoken at 
Exeter about ancient medical ideas on urban pollution and, in a conference at 
Lille, succeeded in extending the life of Galen from the traditional date of AD 
199 to at least 207 and, in all likelihood, to 216/7. He was made to pay for 
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this radical redating by having to deliver an impromptu summary of the work 
of the whole conference in French. In another language, this time with the 
help of a translator, he has completed the entries for the first volume, A—As, of 
the new German classical encyclopaedia, Der neue Pauly. He served on the 
Trust panel that visited the Cambridge Unit, and he continues to sit on the 
management committee of the Institute of Classical Studies. 

Professor Roy Porter completed Gout: The Patrician Malady, jointly 
authored with G S Rousseau, to be published by Princeton University Press, and 
has completed his editorial work on The Cambridge Illustrated History of 
Medicine, which has now reached page-proof stage. He has written the first chap- 
ters of The Fontana History of Medicine, which should be finished next year. 

He attended the American Association for the History of Science confer- 
ence in New Orleans and in the spring delivered the Lewis Walpole Library 
Lecture in New Haven, and other lectures at Yale University. He also lectured 
in France and Geneva and delivered a paper to the European Association for 
the History of Medicine in September 1995, as well as giving seminar papers at 
numerous British universities, medical schools and hospitals. 

As usual, his media appearances were many. They include presenting 22 
That's History programmes (BBC Radio 4) and chairing 12 Nightwaves pro- 
grammes (BBC Radio 3). 

Dr Tilli Tansey has continued her researches on the history of 20th-century 
medical sciences, and has given several invited talks including the Foundation 
Lecture of the History of Pharmacy Society, and the introductory paper to the 
Wellcome Trust’s Health Care Day, attended by the Secretary of State for Health, 
as part of SET-95. She continues as the Honorary Archivist of the Physiological 
Society, and has been active in the preservation of physiological films, equipment 
and archives, in addition to organizing the Society’s first history workshop during 
a scientific meeting. She has contributed to the academic programme of the 
Wellcome Institute and to the teaching activities of the Institute and University 
College, and remains a member of the Talking Science Plus scheme. Her role as 
Secretary of the Wellcome Trust’s History of Twentieth-Century Medicine 


Group has continued to involve a considerable proportion of her time in 
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organizing meetings, witness seminars, producing the Group’s Newsletter and 
supervising clinicians and scientists on short-term fellowships in history of 
medicine. She gave an interview on Sir Henry Wellcome to BBC Radio Scotland 
in October 1994. 

As mentioned above, Dr Andrew Wear was awarded a year’s Wellcome 
Trust Research Leave. While in Cambridge as a visiting scholar at Wolfson 
College he carried out research for his book on the practice of medicine in 
early modern England. During the year he declined invitations to give papers, 
except for the annual conference of the European Society for the Philosophy of 
Medicine and Health Care at Kos which, together with the International 
Hippocrates Foundation of Kos, invited him as a Distinguished Guest Speaker 
to speak on the topic of the history of medicine and society. During the year 
he saw published The Western Medical Tradition (Cambridge University Press) 
of which he was a co-author. He organized with Dr Lawrence Brockliss a 
three-day symposium on ‘Medical Practice, 1660-1780’ at Magdalen College, 
Oxford. He was external examiner at Cambridge University for part two of the 
medical sciences tripos and for the MPhil in the history of medicine; he was 
also external examiner of a Cambridge PhD in the history of medicine. He 
continues on the editorial board of Renaissance Studies. 

Volume 39 of Medical History was published in 1995. It comprised 545 
pages, containing 20 major articles, two obituaries and 107 book reviews and 
notices. Of the 75 manuscripts submitted, 28 were rejected. One hundred and 
seven external referees and 16 Institute staff and associates assisted in the evalu- 
ation process. Fifty-six scholars reviewed books. 

The 1994 supplement to Medical History was The Case Books of Dr John 
Snow, edited by Richard Ellis. It was the outcome of ten years of meticulous 
and patient scholarship. Ellis’s sudden and unexpected death only a few 
months later was a major loss to the discipline. 

Medical History and Current Work in the History of Medicine are now avail- 
able to Friends of the Wellcome Institute on very favourable terms. The 
scheme has resulted in an increase in the circulation of both periodicals and in 


turn provides an additional reason to become a Friend.

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The Academic Programme 
The Unit’s programme of seminars, symposia and public lectures is unrivalled 
anywhere in the world for its variety. No fewer than seven seminar series meet on 
a regular basis, and the succession of symposia would grace an active learned soci- 
ety. [he symposia also offer the opportunity of joining forces with outside groups 
which share our common goals. Five symposia during the academic year 1994-95

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The third Amalie and Edward Kass Lecture, “Hands On: Teaching 
Dissection in London, 1680-1828’ was given by Professor Susan Lawrence on 
17 October. 

The regular seminars included the traditional Wednesday slot, with a fort- 
nightly thematic series alternating with the history of science and medicine 
offering, which dates back to 1974. Roy Porter organized the thematic semi- 
nars around the topic ‘Medicine and the Arts’, and Michael Neve took charge 
of the history of science and medicine days. The Asian series, arranged by 
Larry Conrad (his Library colleague Dominik Wujastyk being on research 
leave in India) explored medicine and related topics in Asian and Near Eastern 
cultures. “People and Ideas in Medical History’ met in University College, and 
was overseen by Professor Leon Fine of the Department of Medicine at UCL, 
Dr Stephen Lock of the Twentieth-Century History Group and Bill Bynum. 
The programme of the Twentieth-Century Group is briefly described above. 
The Work-in-Progress sessions allow research students and fellows and visiting 
academics the opportunity of talking about their work informally. Research 
students and fellows also run their own seminar series, as part of the spirit of 
academic inquiry which has always pervaded the Unit. 

With a programme so diverse and active, it is difficult to pick out individ- 
ual highlights. However, three of the symposia have provided the framework 
for volumes, and speakers from ten countries were included in the programme. 
Of particular note was the Silver Jubilee Conference of the Society for the 
Social History of Medicine in July. 
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General 


Both the organic and inorganic worlds decided that 1995 was the year to launch 
attacks on the Library. The outbreak of mould in part of the Bentley House 
stacks is reported in detail below. Rather more serious, was the discovery of 
friable asbestos in the internal walls of the Enfield Store. The effect on Library 
facilities is described below. The effects of this event on staff were the most 
urgent and serious consideration. Appropriate technical advice on how to deal 
with the problem was sought in association with the Trust’s Property 
Department. The Personnel Department helped to find a clinical counsellor, in 
the form of Dr C J Schilling. Dr Schilling is a well-known consultant physician 
in occupational diseases with long experience particularly in the electricity and 
gas industries, where asbestos was once a common problem in power stations. 
In his meetings with staff he was able to be both realistic and reassuring about 
the, fortunately fairly slight but real, risks involved. 

The prospect of senior Library staff retirements in the near future, and an 
ongoing programme of assessment of all Divisions of the Wellcome Trust, 
prompted the formation of a Working Party on the Future of the Library, under 
the chairmanship of Chris Hunt, Director and Librarian of the John Rylands 
University Library, Manchester. Chris is a long-standing member of the Library 
Panel and latterly its Chairman. He was joined by Dr Brian Collins, Head of 
Wellcome Trust Information Systems, Dr Bridget Ogilvie, the Trust’s Director, 
Dr Will Ryan, Academic Librarian of the Warburg Institute, Dr Richard Smith, 
formerly Head of the Wellcome Trust Oxford Unit for the History of Medicine, 
and Mrs Sarah Tyacke, Keeper of the Public Records. A seventh member, Mr 
David Stewart, Librarian of the Royal Society of Medicine, had to retire from the 
Working Party at an early stage because of ill-health. Philomena Gibbons, the 
Institute’s Administrator, took on the arduous post of Secretary. 

This formidable team began work in February 1995 and, at the end of the 
year under review, seemed set to produce the most expert and detailed exami- 
nation of the Library ever achieved. Their recommendations are likely to guide 


Library policy for some time to come. 
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The Library remained in good health. User numbers may, or may not, 
show signs of flattening after the steep annual increases reported over recent 
years. On an average day, the total seating of the Library was more than half- 
full. This means that full capacity is not that far to seek. Whatever the prob- 
lems ahead, the staff have the will and capacity to solve them. 


Staff 


The generosity of Mrs Sargant in donating money for the cataloguing of the 
papers of her late husband, Dr William Sargant, enabled Jennifer Smith’s post 
as temporary assistant archivist in CMAC to be extended until January 1996. 
She will then begin a new project to catalogue the papers relating to Sir Henry 
Wellcome and his museum and library collections. 

Fiona James left Iconographic Collections on 21 July 1995 to take up 
the post of Assistant Director of Art at Clifton College, Bristol. We wish her 
every success in her new job. 

The Modern Medicine post of Assistant Librarian (Cataloguing), vacated 
last year by Sarah Bakewell, was filled on 1 May 1995 by Sophie Rigny, who 
joined us from the Royal Society of Medicine Library. At the same time we 
attracted Kate Bishop from the Warburg Institute Library to the post of 
Assistant (Current Awareness Services). 

On 13 October 1994, Jason Conduct joined the staff at Enfield, then 
transferred to Euston in April 1995 to the Library Services Team. Matthew 
Streeter and Martin Doyle, from the Manpower agency, were placed on 
12-month contracts in June 1995 and John Daffada rejoined on 25 September. 

Secretarial staff movements involved the transfer of Jan Pinkerton on 5 
June 1995 from the post of Senior Secretary to the Deputy Librarian to that of 
On-Line Analyst in the Trust’s Information Systems Department. Tracey 
Wickham took her place on the same date. Katie Beatty replaced Tracey 
Wickham on 3 July 1995 on a one-year contract.

Departments and Services 

Conservation 

The regular conservation programme was disrupted early in the year by an out- 
break of mould on the third floor of Bentley House. Aided by unusually mild 
and humid weather conditions, various mould species established themselves 
in part of the Early Printed Books collection, affecting 1107 metres of shelving 
holding 30 000 items. Three dehumidifiers were hired to reduce air-moisture, 
and Library Services staff removed affected books to temporary accommoda- 
tion on the first floor to await the attention of the conservation workshop, 
where they were treated with a solution of 70 per cent alcohol and water. By 
February 1995, all affected materials had been cleaned and their shelving disin- 
fected. Dr Joan Kelley of the International Mycological Institute identified the 
offending organisms and produced a fascinating report. Most of the moulds 
present turned out to be species of Penicillium, but there was an isolated occur- 
rence of Mauginiella, species of which are plant pathogens normally found in 
the tropics. Since no non-indigenous plant materials have been examined in 
the workrooms recently, it is fascinating to speculate (evidence being entirely 
absent), that the organism had been lurking in the collections for some consid- 
erable period, maybe even from Sir Henry Wellcome’s time. The air-condi- 
tioning system in Bentley House is now monitored by computer from the 
Wellcome Building, and has an automatic alarm which is triggered when the 
humidity rises above 60 per cent or the temperature above 20°C. 

Readers, as well as staff, were inconvenienced by the outbreak. All are 
thanked for their forebearance, but particularly the conservators for their 
uncomplaining devotion to the tedious remedial work, and the Library 
Services Team for the physical moving and for maintaining a service to readers 
throughout the disruption. 

The conservation budget is now distributed between departments on a 
rolling basis. During the year, Early Printed Books and Western Manuscripts 
had the benefit of in-house conservation work. Seventy volumes were provided 
with custom-made boxes and a further 30 were repaired or rebound. A special 


flap-folder for the Autograph Letters Collection was designed and supplies 
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ordered. CMAC has photographs scattered throughout its collections, and 
numbers of these were put into protective sleeves and folders after removal 
from acidic mounts. A programme of encapsulation for palm-leaf manuscripts 
was initiated. 

External conservation firms treated 353 items during the year. Help was 
sought from Surrey County Council Conservation Department when two crates 
of records arrived from Kenya harbouring alien and potentially harmful insects. 

Conservation staff sought professional enlightenment at a series of confer- 
ences and training events covering subjects as diverse as disaster planning and 
light microscopy. Ann Spreadbury gave lectures to Institute of Archaeology 
students, to the British Archives Council and to BEd students at King Alfred’s 
College. Tony Bish lectured MA students at Camberwell College and 
informed the Al-Furgan Foundation about his work in the Khalidiyyah 
Library in Jerusalem. He was appointed an external examiner for the Book and 


Archive Conservation BA degree course at Camberwell College of Art. 


Exhibitions 

Two exhibitions graced the fourth floor gallery during the year. ‘Animal 
Doctor: Birds and Beasts in Medical History’ featured the history of veterinary 
medicine in its social and cultural context and ran from November 1994 to 
March 1995. ‘Fatal Attractions: AIDS and Syphilis from Medical, Public and 
Personal Perspectives’ attracted the largest number of viewers yet recorded for a 
fourth-floor exhibition. Its highly successful run was from May to September 
1995. Each exhibition was accompanied by a catalogue which, by means of 
commissioned essays and colour illustrations, made an attractive and scholarly 
contribution to the subject, as well as a display record. 

Temporary displays were mounted in the Library’s Reading Room on the 
second floor. The subjects covered by the eight shown during the year includ- 
ed ancient Egypt, tobacco smoking, phrenology and the photographs of the 
Scottish traveller and photographer John Thomson (1837-1921). Reader 
Services staff selected some unusual and amusing “Hidden Treasures’ from the 


collections in their care. 
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Ken Arnold, the Library’s Exhibitions Officer, also lent his expertise to the 
Wellcome Centre for its display ‘Look Hear: Art and Science of the Ear’, 
mounted in the Twol0 Gallery at 210 Euston Road. 

Library materials continued to be in demand from other institutions for 
exhibition purposes. Items from Iconographic, Early Printed Books and 


Oriental collections were loaned to galleries and museums in the Lake District, 


Edinburgh, Tel Aviv and Antwerp. 


Contemporary Medical Archives Centre 

At the end of the year covered by this review, a new fourth edition of the Centre’s 
guide to its holdings went to press. A Guide to the Contemporary Medical Archives 
Centre, 1995, replaces the 1991 edition and covers all accessions acquired up to 
the end of 1994 with details of 362 archive collections. 

Among the 49 accessions received in 1994-95, there were several of con- 
siderable importance. They range and vary in size and scope from a single 
unpublished manuscript (on alcohol dependence by the psychiatrist Fernando 
Arroyave) to the extensive archive of the Chartered Society of Physiotherapists, 
which includes the records of predecessor bodies such as the Society of Trained 
Masseurs, established in 1895. At the same time, the Society’s large book 
collection went to the Library. A more recently established body, whose 
archives will nevertheless interest historians, is the Patients’ Association, which 
was founded in 1963 to enable patients to obtain advice and support. An 
unexpected accession was the proceedings of the Sigerist Society, founded in 
1947 and named after Henry Sigerist, the medical historian who admired the 
Soviet Russian approach to medical care. The Society was formed to accom- 
modate doctors who wished to discuss the theoretical and social aspects of 
medicine from a Marxist point of view. The papers of the psychiatrist William 
Sargant were acquired, together with those of Air Marshal Sir Harold 
Whittingham covering aspects of aviation medicine, and of Professor George 
Macdonald, Director of the Ross Institute at LSHTM. A full list of the 
Centre’s acquisitions appears in its own separately published Review. 


Sorting and cataloguing of archives made good progress. Isobel Hunter 
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produced a revised list of the papers of Sir Thomas Lewis, as well as almost 
completing a list of the Chartered Society of Physiotherapists’ archives. The 
large and important archive of the celebrated child psychologist, John Bowlby, 
was listed by Jennifer Smith, who also dealt with several other collections 
including the papers of Charles Dent, a specialist in metabolic disorders. 

The Centre continued to survey archives and private collections, some, but 
by no means all, for eventual acquisition. Advice was given to organizations 
including the Royal College of General Practitioners, the Association of 
Anaesthetists and the Royal College of Anaesthetists, the Homoeopathic 
Research Trust and the British Association of Plastic Surgeons. Staff of the 
Centre have played a full part in the work of the Medical Archives and 
Manuscripts Survey (see below). 

Substantial progress was made during the year on the provision of finding 
aids and catalogues. A full list of such facilities may be found in the Review. 

The 244 readers using material in this department (221 last year) made a 
total of 869 recorded visits during the year, with July 1995 as the busiest 
month. Figures for the production of material for use in the Poynter Room, via 
the tunnel, from Bentley House rose dramatically from last year (2125 boxes, as 
against 1200 in 1993-94). The separation and production of items from the 
boxes involved around 7000 items; 1000 more than during the previous year. 

With the forthcoming 75th anniversary of the opening of the first birth 
control clinic in the British Empire in sight, the Marie Stopes papers under- 
standably attracted the largest number of readers, followed by the archives of 
the Medical Women’s Federation. The records of the Eugenics Society and the 
papers of Melanie Klein were also heavily consulted. 

The staff of the Centre have a number of personal research projects. Julia 
Sheppard, in collaboration with Geoffrey Yeo and Hamish Maxwell-Stewart, 
worked on a draft booklet on the retention and disposal of hospital patient 
records. The 3rd edition of her British Archives: A Guide to Archive Resources in 
the UK, co-edited with Janet Foster, was published in September 1995. Lesley 
Hall continued her research on women in medicine and the history of sexuality, 


with special reference to the career of Stella Browne. Isobel Hunter did research 
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for an article on the papers of Dr Cicely Williams for the Journal of the Social 
History of Medicine. 

All staff, but particularly the two senior archivists, were much in demand 
for talks and lectures on both professional and scholarly subjects. Again, their 
considerable tally in this respect is fully detailed in the Review. 


Hospital Records Project 

The Hospital Records Project, run jointly with the Public Record Office, was at 
a critical stage requiring transfer of data from SMART to ACCESS. This will go 
ahead as soon as the Trust’s Information Systems Department can find time in 
their busy schedules. The PRO assigned Richard Blake to the Project and, since 
July 1995, he has worked half-time, frequently in the Institute, updating data 
and undertaking valuable resarch for new entries. The importance of this 
archive of information was recognized in a recent draft statement, ‘A National 
Archives Policy for the UK’, which recommended that the Project should be 


developed, maintained and publicised. 


Early Printed Books 
About 140 items were purchased for the main early printed books collection 
and three were received as gifts. Eighteen items were purchased for the 
American Collection, including ten pre-1821 imprints, and four pre-1851 
imprints for the Historical, Oriental and Western Manuscripts Collections.

Eight items from the library of Sir William Paton were purchased from Lady 


Paton in addition to those acquired in the previous year under the generous 


terms of his will. 


Throughout the year, negotiations proceeded for the transfer of the 


Hunterian Society’s deposited printed books from the Science Museum to 
WIHM. They were finally collected on 15 August 1995. The Society’s library 
and artefacts were originally deposited at WIHM in 1971, but mostly subse- 
quently transferred to the Science Museum. A few manuscripts and paintings 
were retained and in the 1980s the remainder of the manuscripts were trans- 


ferred back. The transfer of the printed books was requested by the Society and 
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seemed a logical step. There are about 330 volumes; about 80 18th-century 
and earlier; about 100 1801-1850; and about 130 post-1850. A few books 
remain on display at the Science Museum and the Society’s artefacts have also 
been retained by the Museum. y 

Early printed books were included in various internal exhibitions and a 
copy of the Nuremberg Chronicle was lent for the exhibition ‘Jews and 
Medicine’ at Beth Hatefutsoth, Museum of the Jewish Diaspora, Tel Aviv. 

The final batch of galleys of the Catalogue of Printed Books, Volume IV 
M-R was returned to Bexhill Phototypesetters in November 1994. Setting of 
first page-proofs was completed in December and, by August 1995, typesetting 
was practically completed. Final corrections were made in September and, by 
the end of the year under review, the volume was about to go to press. 
Negotiations with the American publisher Maurizio Martino continued for the 
reprinting of Volumes I-II, with a successful outcome anticipated during the 
new year. 

The Assistant Curator, Sarah Bakewell, added 547 records to WILDCat, 
including 208 Edinburgh medical theses and 100 serials. She also organized 
the early printed serials with a systematic shelf-notation. 

Staff professional development was facilitated by attendance at conferences 
and training courses with subjects ranging from the Internet, through security and 
conservation to the perennial favourite — the LA Rare Books Group conference, 
which this year was on 16th-century books and held at Magdalen College, 
Oxford, in September. 


Iconographic Collections 
Small in terms of numbers of permanent staff (two) but large as measured by 
stock size, this Department has in recent years relied heavily on temporary pro- 
jects to push forward its organizational and cataloguing programmes. One 
such is the current Prints Reintegration Project, which is working to organize 
and document a large collection of prints, drawings and other works collected 
by Sir Henry Wellcome, preparatory to their use by readers. 

The Project has used a CARDBOX database to make a preliminary, 


ordered record. This now consists of 7440 records which represent around 
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50 000 items recorded last year, plus c.30 000 added during the year under 
review. [he Curator wishes to stress that, in advance of full cataloguing, the 
last two figures cannot be exact. 

Among the subjects covered were literary narratives, ranging from Greek 
epics to the works of Shakespeare. Two volumes of etchings after Homer and 
Aeschylus, produced in the late 1790s by the English neo-classical artist John 
Flaxman, relate to contemporary interest in Graeco-Roman thought, religion 
and art. As work progresses, a more coherent picture emerges of Wellcome’s 
collection. There are many pen drawings and wood engravings made for maga- 
zine reproduction covering events in the British colonies, the Dreyfus trial, the 
life of Queen Victoria, and so on. In contrast with fine and professional works, 
there are the amateur and naive, such as a sketchbook dated 1859 by a child 
called Emily Madden, purporting to be the property of her cat. 

Another area of investigation was provided by prints and drawings covering 
‘costume’ and ‘ethnography’; two traditional Wellcome categories concealing a 
false distinction, in so far as much of the ‘ethnography’ deals incidentally with 
costume and dress. 

From May 1995, a series of leaflets about this material was produced for the 
guidance of Library users. Each leaflet contains an introduction to the subject, 
annotated lists of works grouped by subject, and aerang lists of artists, 
printmakers, publishers, etc. Currently available are:

Further leaflets are planned. 
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In its five years of existence, this project and its predecessors have succeed- 
ed in turning a problem into an asset, although it will only be complete after 
full cataloguing. 

The purpose of the second project is to catalogue the 56 000 images on the 
Iconographic Videodisc. During the year under review, 5554 items (4572 last 
year) were catalogued and made available to the public through WILDCat, 
bringing the total number of Iconographic items in the catalogue to 23 890 (18 
336 last year). Some of the subjects recorded during this exercise included 
botany, institutions, naval and military medicine, medical practitioners, 
London, and surgical operations. An updated version of the Videodisc Reference 
File was prepared by Rhian Harris and circulated on 25 August 1995. 

The Department made 88 acquisitions. In terms of monetary value, the 
principal purchase was the painting “La vaccine’ by Louis-Léopold Boilly, 1807. 
Its value within the collections derives to an extent from its reflection of two of 
Sir Henry Wellcome’s favourite collecting areas: the history of vaccination 


against smallpox and the history of medicine and science in France.

The Department’s share of conservation work made possible the unrolling 
and framing of four posters. In addition, two picture frames were enlarged 
internally for portraits of Richard Bright and Galileo, and the frame for Boilly’s 
painting was restored and glazed. The painting “The voluptuary surprised by 
Death’, attributed to Frans van Francken, was cleaned and conserved, and seven 
portrait paintings were also cleaned. 

Apart from the considerable work of maintaining the very large ‘picture 
gallery’, which the interior walls of the Wellcome Building sustain, the 
Department lent items to a number of external exhibitions: “Kalighat’ watercolours 
were lent to the Victoria and Albert Museum, and material about Cambridge to 
Christie’s; items for the exhibition ‘Jews and Medicine’ to Beth Hatefutsoth, 
Museum of the Jewish Diaspora, Tel Aviv; the Wordsworth Trust borrowed mate- 
rial for its Dove Cottage exhibition for the John Keats Bicentenary; and the 
Scottish National Portrait Gallery items for “Richard and Maria Cosway: Regency 
artists of taste and fashion’. The touring exhibition of Wellcome photographs by 
John Thomson, organized in association with the British Council, visited San 
Francisco, New York, Sydney and Rockhampton, Queensland. 

The staff of Iconographic Collections are much in demand for talks and 
presentations of all kinds, both at home and away. 


Modern Medicine and Bibliographic Services 

The discovery of asbestos in the Enfield Store during March 1995 had a major 
effect on this Department’s work for many months. The collections in store 
were inaccessible, readers’ requests could not be filled, and staff based at 
Enfield had to suspend normal duties. Temporary accommodation for them 
was erected on the warehouse forecourt and from there Mick Gomez, the Store 
Manager, supervised the comings and goings of the specialist contractors, while 
two of his colleagues spent time on various listing projects using the old card 
sequences. Other Enfield staff were redeployed, first in the Bentley House 


stacks, then on the sorting and reception of a major donation of serials housed 
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at London University’s store at Egham. 

During the year 376 purchased acquisitions were made. These included an 
interesting collection of about 800 pamphlets and leaflets on nutrition, dating 
from the 1920s to 1950s. The Department also received a number of books 
from the estate of Sir William Paton, including several volumes of reprints of 
his own published articles and his special collections on drug dependence and 
animal experimentation. 

Many donations were received, from institutions as well as individuals, the 
most noteworthy of which were gifts from the London School of Hygiene and 
Tropical Medicine and Dr Virginia Berridge. LSHTM was forced to clear 
space at the University’s Egham Library Store, which was occupied by runs of 
more than 2000 serial titles of the 19th and 20th centuries. The subject 
emphasis was on public health, epidemiology, and disease prevention, all with 
a very broad geographical span. This material filled many gaps in the collec- 
tion, added strength to existing subject areas and, as a bonus, proved to be in 
excellent physical condition. It was agreed that the transferred titles should not 
be deleted from the London University Catalogue of Serials, but that the loca- 
tion information should be changed to ‘Wellcome’. Virginia Berridge, an old 
friend and habituée of the Institute, donated 40 boxes of AIDS-related 
ephemera, collected during the course of her three-year Nuffield-funded 
research project. The scope of the material is international and greatly 
enhances our already significant holdings in this field. Other institutional 
donors were: the Central Veterinary Laboratory, the Chartered Society of 
Physiotherapists, the British Library, the British Medical Association, the John 
Squire Medical Library (Northwick Park Hospital), the Royal Veterinary 
College, the Royal College of Psychiatrists, and the East Surrey Health Care 
Trust. Individual donors included: Dr Storey, Mr Vaughan Phillips, Dr A Rae 
Gilchrist and Mrs Hackett. 

On the automation front, the main event of the year was the implementa- 
tion of the URICA acquisitions system for monographs (serials control was 
implemented in the previous year). This was a major change and a great 


improvement on the cumbersome manual routines, but not without initial 
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technical problems. The Library System (URICA) underwent a processor 
upgrade to 19750 and a memory expansion from 16 to 32 MB on the central 
MDIS computer. More and improved statistics programs were written, espe- 
cially in relation to readership and library usage. Much work was accomplished 
with Reader Services staff to implement a Student Loan circulation system. 
This was almost achieved by the end of the year, after delays largely arising 
from an early flu epidemic. 

The Hunt Working Party’s interest in this Department triggered work and 
meetings, particularly in aid of the Systems Consultant Ms Juliet Leeves. As a 
result of her recommendations to the Working Party, the Governors agreed in 
September to the first stages of a search for a new Library System. 
Coincidentally, this decision overlapped with public news about the commercial 
difficulties of MDIS, the suppliers of URICA. 

Current Work in the History of Medicine was published in issues 164—167, 
recording a total of 5742 articles and 2180 newly published monographs. 
These figures are down compared with the four previous issues as a result of 


the long delay in upgrading and filling the Assistant’s post. 


Oriental Manuscripts and Printed Books 

Two Thai manuscripts were acquired. One, a traditional folding book, or samut, 
dating from the early- to mid-19th century, relates to anatomy and contains 
many illustrations. This important manuscript once belonged to the Newberry 
Library, Cincinnati. The second is a 19th-century palm-leaf manuscript written 
in a north Thai dialect and script and contains medical receipts. 

During the year 310 printed books and pamphlets were added to the 
collections. 

Cataloguing in the many and varied languages represented in the 
Department continued unabated. Dr Roger Bischoff was given a consultancy to 
catalogue Burmese manuscripts in the Burmese language, the Burmese manu- 
scripts in Pali (the language of Buddhism) having been completed last year by 
Dr Bill Pruitt. The complete Burmese catalogue should be ready for publication 


next year. 
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The catalogue of demotic and hieratic papyri and Coptic manuscripts, com- 
piled by Dr Stephen Quirke of the Department of Egyptian Antiquities at the 
British Museum and Dr W J Tait of the Department of Egyptology at 
University College London, was published in the Journal of Egyptian Archaeology. 

The catalogue of Hebrew books printed between 1492 and 1900, compiled 
by the Curator Nigel Allan, was published in the Journal of Semitic Studies. 

Peter Friedlander completed the catalogue of Hindi manuscripts, in which 
884 items feature. This important volume was at press as the year closed. The 
impact of Peter’s work on Hindi studies is already becoming apparent in the 
large number of microfilm requests received for this material. | 

Dr Peter Kornicki, of Cambridge University Library, continued work on 
Wellcome material for his forthcoming union catalogue of Japanese books in 
Europe printed before 1868. 

Work on the small Wellcome collection of Oriya palm-leaf manuscripts 
was continued by Mr Graham Shaw, Deputy Director of the Oriental and 
India Office Collections at the British Library. 

Since his return from India, Peter Friedlander has been funded by the 
Wellcome Trust to catalogue the Library's Punjabi manuscripts, and made 
excellent progress during the year. 

Mr K D Somadasa, formerly of the Department of Oriental Manuscripts 
and Printed Books at the British Library, finally completed his long-running 
catalogue of Sinhalese palm-leaf manuscripts and sent the copy to press at the 
end of the year. 

During a short summer visit, Dr Giil Russell of Texas A & M University 
worked on Turkish manuscripts. After further work, a catalogue is confi- 
dently expected. 

The year was conspicuous for exhibition work. Oriental items featured in 
both internal and external venues, the latter ranging from Israel to Berlin and 
Washington. 

The growing number of published catalogues of the Library’s oriental 
manuscripts, together with the records for oriental printed books in the on-line 


database, is attracting an increase in national and international interest. 
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Reader Services 

As usual, this Department had a very busy year. The total of reader visits rose 
from 13 498 to 14 899 (representing visits by 3803 different people) and the 
daily average number of readers rose from 57 to 60 when excluding Saturdays, 
but dropped from 53 to 50 when Saturdays are included. 

The Readers’ Advisory Group, intended to gather users’ reactions to 
Library facilities, held four meetings. These were productive and useful in 
demonstrating that readers’ views are heeded, even if they cannot always be 
implemented. A less happy user activity, theft — or at least the unauthorized 
removal of books and serials — resulted in investigations into Library Security 
systems by this Department and the Deputy Librarian. A costed proposal was 
prepared for consideration by the Library Panel. 

The previous year’s major shelf check of the open-access shelves containing 
the Historical Collection produced problems and work which continued to 
occupy staff during the year under review. Many catalogue entries were found 
to need amendment, and books were discovered for which no record existed. 

Over 2100 monographs were added to the Historical Collection, demon- 
strating, perhaps, the lively state of publishing in medical history, broadly defined. 
Donors of gifts included Mrs Nancy Underwood and Dr Margaret Rowbottom. 

The Library Services Team, part of this Department and with broad 
responsibilities for the closed stacks, retrieved 8800 books, manuscripts, and 
iconographical items from Bentley House. A total of 2100 archive boxes were 
also brought over for reader and staff use. The Team also took over responsibility 
(from the mail-room staff) for Library-generated photocopying. This change 
produced a welcome increase in the efficiency of the process. 

The day-to-day work of answering telephone and letter enquiries, admin- 
istering the Student Loan Collection, inducting new readers and students, 
binding administration, cataloguing new accessions to the Historical 
Collection, professional development and training continued unabated. 
Perhaps more than most, this Department received close attention from the 
Hunt Working Party and its consultants, seeking to establish hard facts about 
the Library’s present, and potential, user-base. 
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Western Manuscripts 

The Department celebrated a major addition to its small collection of English 
16th-century manuscripts with the purchase of a compendium of medicine 
and surgery, compiled in about 1575 by an unknown Elizabethan practitioner 
(MS 7117). The contents include an incomplete English translation of John of 
Arderne’s treatise on fistula, recipes, lists of simple drugs and their uses, notes 
on astrological medicine, blood-letting and purging, and an illustrated guide to 
urine diagnosis. Much of the subject matter is familiar from the contents of 
earlier leechbooks, but the dense and allusive text has already attracted the 
attention of scholars and should be productive of years of study. 

Other notable accessions were dominated by the personalities of three formi- 
dable women. Ann Fanshawe (1625-1680), wife of the royalist scholar-poet and 
diplomat Sir Richard Fanshawe, was a prominent figure in mid-17th-century 
royalist circles. Her eldest surviving child, Katherine, born in 1652, inherited her 
mother’s medical recipe book, now Wellcome MS 7113. The book offers fasci- 
nating insights into an historically important family whose medical tradition is 
documented through three generations. Katherine Fanshawe never married, and 
the recipe book presumably remained in her hands until she died. Its subsequent 
history until it resurfaced at auction in 1995 is unknown. 

Another mother-daughter nexus is illuminated by a manuscript manual on 
pregnancy and childcare (now MS 7106). Maria Eliza Rundell (1745-1828) 
was a well-known writer on cookery. It was not previously known that she also 
dabbled in medicine. Nothing, curiously, is known of her daughter Harriet, for 
whom the manual was compiled, although five older children are documented. 
Despite her husband’s position as a surgeon in Bath, Mrs Rundell’s manuscript is 
full of sound, sensible mother-to-daughter advice. The manuscript was in the col- 
lection of a Dorset doctor, Julian Redmill, and was acquired at auction in 1994. 

Lady Hester Stanhope (1776-1839) was a strong-minded, somewhat 
eccentric character whose career is well-documented. A great deal of informa- 
tion about her is contained in the surviving correspondence of her physician, 
Charles Lewis Meryon (1783-1877), much of which has been in the Library 
for some years. In 1846 Meryon published his account of the Travels of Lady 
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Hester Stanhope. Perhaps with a second edition in mind, Meryon had a set of 
his book interleaved and bound in six volumes in which, from about 1859, he 
began to insert additional matter and comments. The last volume of the six 
recently came to light and is now Wellcome MS 7116. By 1933; when it was 
last sold at auction, the volume had already become separated from its fellows, 
the whereabouts of which is unfortunately unknown. 

Other notable acquisitions during the year included a volume of medical 
treatises based on the practice of Charles Barbeyrac (1629-1699), apparently 
penned by a pupil towards the end of the 17th century (MS 7126); the largely 
19th-century records of a Georgian patent remedy, Dr Joshua Webster’s 
English Herb Diet Drink, and some interesting additions to the autograph 
letters collection. Further details of these and other manuscript acquisitions are 
published in the Department’s Annual Review. 

In the normal course of cataloguing and indexing, 34 items were added to 
the main manuscript sequence during the year. Apart from new acquisitions, these 
mainly comprised large groups of letters removed from the autograph letters 
collection. The papers of the various members of Sir Thomas Barlow’s family 
were catalogued and their correspondence indexed, where appropriate. It is 
hoped to issue a complete catalogue of the entire family archive in due course. 
Also completed was the detailed cataloguing and indexing of the large and 
complex Hodgkin family archive. The Assistant Curator continued to add 
material to the Autograph Letters database, described in last year’s Review. 

Reader use of western manuscripts and Autograph letters showed, at 140, a 
slight increase over the figures for 1993/94. Research topics covered the usual 
wide range, from medicine in medieval universities, through the history of 
anatomical illustration to the history of ophthalmology. Patricia Crimmin, Senior 
Lecturer at Royal Holloway and Bedford New College, was awarded the presti- 
gious Julian Corbett Prize in naval history for her report on the Library’s Nelson 
Papers (MSS 3667-3681). A microfiche edition of the Wellcome Apocalypse 
Manuscript (MS 49), one of the Department’s pre-eminent jewels, was published 
in the summer of 1995 by the Munich house of Helga Lengenfelder, with schol- 
arly apparatus supplied, in English, by Dr Almuth Seebohm. 
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The staff gave descriptive talks on the collections to varied audiences, 
including the Friends of the Wellcome Institute, BSc students, postgraduates 
and new staff of the Wellcome Trust. They also attended various professional 
and academic meetings and conferences in London and Oxford. 

The descriptive booklet on the Western Manuscripts collection was published 
in February 1995, forming an attractive introduction to the Department's riches. 


Medical Archives and Manuscripts Survey 

Since its inception in 1986 this project has been a cooperative endeavour 
between CMAC and Western Manuscripts, in association with Professor Bill 
Bynum of the Academic Unit. 

For Western Manuscripts staff, the emphasis this year was on London’s 
local government record offices: the Assistant Curator Chris Hilton surveyed 
the collections of the London Boroughs of Tower Hamlets, Lewisham, Bromley 
and Wandsworth, and updated the existing survey report on the Greater 
London Record Office to take account of the GLRO Modern Records, which 
were recently transferred to the main office in Clerkenwell. He also undertook 
the daunting task of rationalizing the voluminous records of the MAMS 
‘Project, going back to its origins. 

The Curator Richard Aspin surveyed records in the Corporation of 
London Record Office, and the collections of the London Boroughs of 
Lambeth and Hounslow. 

CMAC staff completed the following entries:

A new publicity leaflet on the project was produced and widely distributed.
